A Gazette Reporter Goes to See Them, 
and Gets Sold.

Farland. A special train came down 
from Virginia, bringing a large 
quota of Cemsteckers. About 1000 
persons went out to see the races, 
among whom were the governor and 
most of the state officers. The first 
act on the programme was mile heats, 
best three in five, between Adelaide, 
Doty land Calmar. Doty took the 
first heat in 2:2714, Adelaide second, 
and Calmar third. There was hardly 
any betting and very little interest 
manifested. Betwen this and the sec- 
ond heat Col. Lewis was trotted 
against time. He went the mile with- 
out a break er skip, making it in 2:21 %. 
Adelaide teok the second heat in 2:27, 
Calmar secend, Doty third. Col. 
Lewis went around the course again 
in 224. There was more interest 
manifested in the third heat than in 
any other race. The horses got off 
badly, Doty in the lead, with Calmar 
close in his wake, and the little mare 
bringing uptherear. Everybody said 
she was net treated fuir, but she set- 
tled dewn to a steady gate, and came 
under the string ahead, with Calmar 
close behind. Time, 2:27. Sweetser 
was brought out and ambled around 
the track in 2:22%. People now be- 
gan to complain of the slow time, and 
did not take much steck in the fourth 
heat, which was wen by Adelaide in 
2:28, Calmar coming in second. Rarus 
was now brought out on the track and 
exhibited, much to the delight ef those 
who had come there to see him trot.

My friends, Sabbath schools are 
training schools for time and eternity 
and shall they | ignore the great- 
est source ef sin the community. 
The time has come when{we"must go 
back to the formation of the habit, te 
the indulgence of the appetite that 
produces it. Sunday schools dealin 
with the beginnings of life shoul 
logically deal with the beginnings of 
zin. As superintendents and teachers 
of Sunday schools you do not meet 
from Sabbath to Sabbath old and cen- 
firmed inebriates, but you meet with 
little acts ef intemperance which if 
not checked lead to that sad condi- 
tien. Therefere, I hold that you are 
to deal with every one of these chil- 
dren as if it were a possible thiog for 
them to become drunkards, and adapt 
your instructions, your waruings and 
your counsels with that solemn 
thought in view. There is not a child 
in your city to-day that you may look 
upon and say with perfect certainty,
